THE CENTER OF DANGER 
What is called the Middle East p roblem is, in 
fact, the question of the continued ex istence of 
the State of Israel. Here is a new state, recog­ 
nized as a member of the United Nations and its 
ex istence guaranteed by all the solemn treaties 
and agreements which arise out of the Charter 
of the United Nation« . Now Egy p t and Saudi 
Arabia intend to destroy , liquidate and abolish 
the State dt Israel. In this effort, they are sup ­ 
p orted materially by Soviet Russia and the Unit­ 
ed States, the former sup p ly ing arm* to Egy p t, 
the latter to Saudi Arabia. 
In due course, some kind of war is bound to 
break out on the boundaries of Israel. It cannot 
be foretold who will start that war. what little 
circumstance will send men to kill each other over 
a boundary . Naturally when a new’ state comes 
into ex istence, it is caned out of territory which 
once belonged to some other p eop le. What we now 
call Israel was up to the end of World War I p art 
of Turkey ; then it became a British mandatory 
under the old League of Nations and now is an 
indep endent state. It never was Egy p tian or Saudi 
Arabian territory . As a m atter of fact, Egy p t was 
a semi-colony of Great Britain and Saudi Arabia 
was not a country until after World War I when 
the Turkish Emp ire was divided up . 
So, when it comes to claims, the legality of 
the p osition is that the United Nations turned a 
British mandated area over to Jews who had set­ 
tled in Palestine and formed there the State of 
Israel. , 
This situation is comp licated by religious, 
racial, and social differences and by the enormous 
oil reserves of Saudi Arabia. The American State 
Dep artment faces the dilemma that w*hile it has 
guaranteed the ex istence of Israel, it does not 
p rop ose to lose the oil of Arab countries nor the 
air bases which it has established in such coun­ 
tries. Meanw’hile, the Arabs, under the leadership 
of Nasser of Egy p t, have maneuvered themselves 
into the enviable p osition of being able to black­ 
mail both the United States and Soviet Russia.

Today the drug is manufactured easily 
with no help from the molds that originally cre­ 
ated it. 
Aureomy cin was released for general medical 
use late in 1948. It did not have chloromvcetin’s 
remarkable killing-p ower against ty p hoid fever 
but on the other hand was rather more effective 
against Asiatic cholera and undulant fever. 
Like aureomy cin, terramy cin is a y ellowish 
p owder which was released for rp edical use in 
1950 and soon became a top -seller in its field 
and is effective against the same broad range of 
diseases. 
To sum up the antibiotics, today one dollar of 
every four sp ent for p rescribed drugs goes for 
antibiotics. Forty p er cent of all infectious ill­ 
nesses that require medical attention are con­ 
trolled by them. Pneumonia was the No. 1 killer 
as recently as World War 1 with the p atient’s 
chance of recovery about three to one. Now the

Washington — (NEA) — The 
eight months’ rise in the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics wholesale 
p rice index has made it some 
thing to watch for inflationary 
p ressures and future business 
trends. 
The total increase hasn’t been 
much, 1.9 p oints. It is not now 
considered alarming. With the 
index based on 19 47 -1949 p rices 
of fiearly 500 commodities as 
100, the rise has been from 109.9 
last May to 111.8 in January , 
1956. The Feb. 14 weekly index 
stood at 112.1, a further frac­ 
tional rise. 
This is not the p ostw-ar p eak. 
That was 114.8 in 1951, when 
there was some real Korean war 
inflation around. 
Any further rise this y ear could 
have some serious p olitical as 
well as economic consequences.

It has been a long time since 
I analy zed the y ellow-dog con­ 
tract which a worker must sign 
when he joins any union, whether 
of the grand job-trust of the 
combined CIO and AFL or any of 
the so-called indep endents. Few 
Americans understand this bond 
age. The indep endents 
referred 
to are indep endent only in the 
sense that they hold themselves 
ap art from the big combination. 
However, the individual members 
are not themselves indep endent 
but actually chattels of the un­ 
ions which claim them. 
A classical case of this kind 
occurred about 25 y ears ago. 
Mike Carrozzo, of Chicago, orig­ 
inally 
a bargaining-agent 
for 
Jim Colosimo, the first op erator 
of brothels on a chain-store basis, 
had acquired a whole sheaf of 
charters for small unions of 
street 
laborers. 
The 
charters 
were issued to him by the na­ 
tional headquarters of the Amer­ 
ican 
Federation of Labor in 
Washington. The members were 
ignorant Italian immigrants and 
southern Negroes who had start­ 
ed the drift northward. Carrozzo 
was such a crook that even in 
Chicago his bid for naturaliza­ 
tion was turned back twice.

« goon at Kingston Point Park, 
| where it had rested since the 
Hudson-Fulton 
celebration 
of 
1 1909, but it was found that the 
craft was fast in the mud and in 
such a bad state of disrepair 
that it could not be floated. So a 
detailed replica was made of the 
model in the lagoon at the Island 
Dock and completed sometime in 
December of 1922, then taken to 
New York city, where it was an­ 
chored off 151st street. On the 
deck of this ‘third’ Clermont, the 
item read: “ actors taking part of 
Washington Irving, Robert Fu l­ 
ton. the inventor himself, Cor­ 
nelius 
Vanderbilt, 
John 
Jacob 
Astor, Larry Delavan and Pa­ 
tricia O’Day are walking its nar­ 
row decks in picturesque cos­ 
tumes of a century ago.” I do 
, not remember the Clermont be­ 
ing built at Island Dock, because 
I am sure my father would have 
taken me down to the dock to 
watch its progress, or perhaps 
because the other replica was at 
the Kingston Lagoon we were 
not excited about it. Now that 
we have neither it is sad, indeed. 
At the time, an enterprising 
Kingstonian could have bought 
the replica of the Clermont with 
the strange engine, all in fine 
working order for only $2,361.85. 
That is what the Hudson River 
Day Line paid for it. That enter­ 
prising Kingstonian could have 
made a living from that famous 
replica to this day, by taking 
folks on a short run up or down 
the 
river,

more than paid for the care of 
it. In case of any naval parade it 
would have been in ship-shape. 
Instead the Day Line placed it 
in the lagoon, and in 1923 it was 
deep in mud.
